two unknown tramps. On reaching the 
foot of a grade three Mmiles south of San- 
ford, two of the cars of freight train No.

Sanford, where Conductor David L. 
Glover was ordered to detach the engine 
ana proceed to the assistance of train No.

States government took a pcsition against 
the German programme. To have insist- 
ed upon the emperor agreeing to deliver 
over the bodies of these officials as a pre- 
liminary to further peace negotiations, 
as Germany asked, would undoubtedly 
have brought either a refusal on the part 
of the emperor—and that would have 
meant further war—or tho overthrow of 
his dynasty, which would have followed 
inevitably upon any sincere attempt on 
his rart to meet these demands.

Washington, December 9.—Archbishop

Chinese Must Receive the Demand 
for Reparation. 
Washington, December 9.—The next im- 
portant step in the Chinese situation will 
be the formal presentation to the Chinese 
plenipotentiaries of the agreement arrived 
at between the representatives of the 
powers at Pekin for reparation for the 
boxer outrages. In jun what manner 
this will be done Mr. Conger has not in- 
formed the state department, although 
the probability is that the document will 
do handed to the Chinese by the dean 
of the diplomatic corps. As has been 
stated already, the agreement is simply a 
statement of the terms upon which the 
powers will negotiate with China for 
final settlement, and is laid before the 
Chinese officials as a matter of form. 
The negotiations for final settlement will 
come later, after the Chinese have been 
given a reasonable opportunity for the 
consideration of the conditions laid down 
by the powers. The complete agreement 
deciphered from the code is now in the 
hands of the president. Officials decline 
to make its text public in advance of the 
receipt of information that it has been 
formally accepted by the powers, although 
the advices which have heretofore come 
from Mr. Conger leaves no doubt that 
this will be the case. The essential feat- 
ures of the agreement alreadv have been

May Not Be a Good 
One. 


Washington, Decemter 3.—The senate 
will continue to give its attention to the 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty and the ship suh- 
sidy bill during the present week, taking 
up first one and then the. other, as may 
suit the convenience of those who may 
wish to speak on the two measures. Dur- 
ing the last session of congress the Nica- 
raguan canal bill was made the special 
order of business for Monday next; but 
the establishment of the ship bill as the 
regular order will have the effect of dis- 
placing the canal bill, preference being 
given under the senate rules to a regular 
order over a special order. It is under- 
stood that Senator Morgan, who has 
charge of the canal bill, will not press 
that measure until the treaty for the ab- 
rogation of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty is 
disposed of. On this account the friends 
of the ship bill do not apprehend that he 
will make any opposition to the contin- 
vance of the consideration of that meas- 
ure. He has indeed sald that he would 
be content to allow his bill to follow 
closely in the wake of the ship bill. Three 
or four set speeches are promised in op- 
position to the subsidy bill, and it is ex- 
pected that most if not all of them will 


be made this week. Among those We * 
will probably speak on the subject ares 


Senators Clay, Vest and Berry, all of 
whom opnose the bill. Senator Vest is 
an especial advocate of free ships. 

There are differences of opinion as to 
what effect the taking of a vote on the 
fortification amendment will have upon 
the time of disposing of that instrument.

THEY WERE PLAYING CARDS 


A Dispute Arose and Byce Cut 
Harnesberger, Who Shot His 
Antagonist, Killing Him. 

The Row Was Near 
Thomaston. 


Thomaston, Ga., December 9.—(Special.) 
A tragedy of the most serious import 
and resulting in the killing of a man 
by the name of Charles Byce occurred 
at the Thomaston cotton mills at 4 
o'clock this morning. The Thomaston 
cotton mill is a large cotton factory sit- 
uated east of Thomaston, and just out- 
side the city. 

As developed by the evidence before 
the coroner's jury, the killing was done 
by Cuff Harnesberger, the factory night 
watchman, under the following circum- 
stances: It appeared that Harnesberger 
and Byce, while engaged in playing a 
game with cards in the engine room of 
the factory, became involved in a diffi- 
culty over 50 cents. Byce, who was 
somewhat intoxicated, drew his knife and 
a desperate encounter ensued, during the 


progress of which Harnesberger was cut 


three or four times about the head and 
face and several times in the back. 
Finally Harnesberger drew his pistol and 
fired upon his antagonist three or four 
times, but Byce continued to use his 
knife until Harnesberger tripped him up 
and ran off. 

Byce was found some fifteen or twenty 
minutes later, lying on his back dead, 
With two pistol shot wounds in his body 
just over the heart. His left hand coat 
sleeve was on fire and in his right hand 
he grasped an open knife. 

This morning a jury was impaneled 
by Coroner Yates, and after hearing the 
evidence a verdict of justifiable homicide 
Was returned. Byce was a factory em- 
ployee, and leaves a wife and two ama!! 
children. Harnesberger is seriously 
wounded, but none of the cuts are re- 
garded as serious. |

Wife of Prominent Railroad Man 
Files Suit. 

Savannah, Ga., December 9.—(Special. )— 
A libel for total divorce was filed in the 
Office of the clerk of the Supreme court 
yesterday. The plaintiff is Mrs. Sophie B. 
Dunham and the defendant Major Brad - 
ford Dunham, formerly general super- 
intendent of the Plant system. An order 
to perfect service of process by publica- 
tlon was granted in the supreme court 
in the afternoon, Major Dunham, it is 
understood, being now a resident of Ala- 
bama.

It is a matter 
in which the public can have no proper 
interest, and T have no intention of mak- 
ing any statement whatever. It is merely 
to gratify what newspapers believe to be 
the prurient curiosity of the public—a cu- 
riosity, by the way, which does not ex- 
ist—that they desire to discuss these un- 
fortunate family affairs. I have a perfect 
right to withdraw the petition from the 
clerk’s office and I have done so. Whe 
the case is tried I may have romething 
for the public to know; at present the 
is nothing.“ 

The filing of the petition cannot be said 
to have been altogether unexpected, as 
for some time there have been rumors 
to this effect.

M. V. Richards, of Washington, D. C., 
lend and industrial agent of the Southern 
Railway Company, read one of the most 
instructive papers prepared for the 
Southern Industrial Convention. 

Mr. Richards’s subject was headlined 
as “The Duty of the Citizen.“ but. the 
title conveyed but little idea of the sub- 
jects treated and the scope of informa- 
tion drawn uron to enlighten the inter- 
ested audierce, who listened intently to 
every word he uttered. 

The value of his paper to the commer- 
cial side of the south made it a notable 
document, and, at the request of the con- 
vention, Mr. Richards furnished a copy 
of his manuacript to the secretary, in 


might be preserved in printed form. From 
advarce sheets The Constitution has se- 
cured an important synopsis of the 
apcech, which is as follows: 

“The growth and development of & 
country largely depends upon the intelll- 
gent efforts of the people. It would seem, 
therefore, eminently apropos that we 
discuss the duties the citizen should per- 
form in connection with the promotion of 
the industrial welfare of the country in 
general, and of the section in which he 
resides in particular. All should be in- 
terested in the advancement of the indur- 
trial and commercial features of the 
country—there should be no minority 
when questions to develop the country 
arise: each and every citizen should find 
it a duty to rarticipate in the opportunity 
to ald in promoting every feasible move- 
ment, the purpose of which is to develop 
along practical lines. 

“tt has been my privilege to come in 
contact with many people, in many 
towns of many states, and as my avoca- 
tion was to ald in the development of 
many of those places, it has afforded me 
opportunities to reach conclusions rela-

The statements to be presented are ‘based 
upon practical experience, I hope that I 
can congratulate each individual present 
that the opinions and comparisons will 
not apply to the people of his section;

they will be most effectual. The citizen

Manila, December $.—While the cap- 
tures of supplies and the occupation of 
new points are quite numerous, those in- 
volving actual fighting are comparatively 
few. Apparently the insurgents are fall- 


ficing their possessions in most cases and 
Gatisfied to save themselves. 

A detachment of the Forty-seventh 
United States volunteer infantry from 
the island of Catanduanes, off the south- 
east coast of Luzon, relinquished an at- 
tempt to land near Pandan. On anchor- 
ing the Americans were fired upon by 
sixty riflemen, and after a short engage- 
ment they cut the anchor chain and 
sailed for Catanuedes, with two killed 
and two wounded. The names have not 
yet been received here. 

Captain Richard T. Ellis, of the Thirty- 
third volunteer infantry, captured in the 
mountains near Barbara large quantities 
of Krag, Mauser and Kemington ammuni- 
tion, together with a signal outfit, «a 
printing press and other equipments. All 
of this was destroyed. 

Thirty rifies and several hundred cart- 
ridges were secured at Victorid. 

A detachment of the Fourth infantry 
captured Major Garion and three officers 
of lower rank in the town of Pasay. An- 
other detachment destroyed General 
Uguad'’s camp. e enemy had fied, but 
the Americans subsequently rounded up 
twenty-five insurgents. 

General MacArthur has approved the 
death sentences passed upon several ad- 
ditional persons convicted of murder. ar- 
son and pillage.

LABOR OF LOVE 


How He Hunted for and lo- 
cated Cadet Wood's Grave, 


FOUND IN A MARSHY PLACE 


Reports of Cadet Greenslade and Ma- 
jor Spence on the Killing and 
Burial of Cadet Wood and 
One of His Men by the 
Filipinos. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, December 9.—(Special.)— 
The officia) reports detailing the circum- 
stances of the finding of the body of Naval 
Cadet Welborn Wood, the Georgia boy 
who lost his life at the time of the Philip- 
pine attack near Oran! in September, 1899, 
have been received by the secretary of the 
navy from Rear Admiral Kempff, and 
they show that the work of recovering 
the body was a labor of love on the part 
of another Georgian. 

Admiral Kempff states in his official re- 
port that “the remains were discovered 
by the persevering efforts of Major R. E. 
L. Spence, Thirty-second U. 8. A.,“ who, 
everybody in Georgia will recognize as 
gallant ‘Major Bob Spence; that they were 
brought to the naval station at Cavite 
and on the 4th of October of this year 
were interred in the naval burying 
grounds at Canacao with appropriate hon- 
ors. At the head of the grave, which 18 
next to that of the late Lieutenant Com- 
mander W. P. Elliott, there is a head- 
mark reading as follows: 


300300300000 000000000 
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Welborn C. Wood, Naval Ca- 
det, U. 8. N., Commanding Of- 
cer U. 8. 8. Urdaneta, Died 
September 17, 1899. Dulce et 
Decorum Est Pro Patria Mori. 
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In concluding his report Admiral Kempff 
says: 

„It la with great satisfaction that I 
report the recovery and identification of 
those of the naval service who gallantly 
lost their lives in the service of their 
country and feel that their remains have 
been tendered the last honors which they 
so eminently deserve.“ 

Admiral Kempff uses the plural in this 
atatement because there was found at the 
same time the body of one of Wood's 
men, a machinist named Gray, who died 
with him. 

Admiral Kempff encloses also in his re- 
port, which was forwarded by the navy 
department to Congressman Tate, of the 
ninth district, who appointed Wood to the 
naval academy and who is a friend of 
the young man’s father, reports of Major 
Spence and of Naval Cadet Greenslade, 
commander of the U. 8. 8. Basco, who 
detailed the circumstances of the finding. 
Major Spence's report is made to Mr. 
Greenslade, who was designated by his 
superior officers of the navy to make a 
report upon the case. 

These two papers tell the story of the 
finding of the body and give some addi- 
tional particulars about the death of the

Cadet Greenslade’s Report. 


„U. 8. 8. Basco, Orani, P. I., October 
7, 1900.—Sir: In obedience to your order 
of October 1, 1900, 1 respectfully forward 
the following information: 

“On October 1, 100, 1 proceeded to Orani 
with the gunboat under my command and 
returned on October 4th with the remains 
of Naval Cadet W. C. Wood and Machin- 
ist Gray, who pere killed by insurgents 
near Orani in — 1, to Cavite. 
The finding of these remains is entirely 
due to the exertions of Major R. E. IL. 
Spence, Thirty-sixth United States vol- 
unteers, who, during the past eight 
months has followed every clew and in- 
vestigated every circumstance which 
would lead to the finding of the remains 
of Cadet Wood. forward with this 
communication the report which Major 
Spence has kindly prepared for me. 
The place of burial and conditions of 
the fighting, as told me by Vister, former- 
ly major in the insurgent army, can best 
be shown by a rough sketch. According 
to Vister’s story, the Urdaneta entered 
the Orani river on three successive days, 
going outside each day before dark. On 
Sunday, September 18, 1, the Urdaneta 
ran up the river past Orani at 10 a. m. 
At 2:0 p. m. she ran hard aground at 
the place marked in the sketch, while 
coming down the river. All the natives 
had fied from Orani except 150 native sol- | 
diers, who were at once disposed as 
shown. The Urdaneta seeing the armed 
men at once opened fire and kept it up 
intermittently for two hours.

The reports from England leave but 
little doubt that Victoria is closing the 


most remarkable reign in the history 


of that country. saving that of Eliza- 
beth, under whom the English people 
felt their first world-wide importance. 
It will be singular that the two 
. epochs which must stand out so prom- 
inently have been those when women 
were at the helm, and the reasons 
therefor will be variously set forth. 
Elizabeth was a thorough English- 
woman, proud of her country and vain 
of herself. It became her duty. in vin- 
dication of her own claim to the throne, 
to espouse the Protestant interest 
throughout Europe, and there was fur- 
nished the excuse for the expansion of 
English influence. She was vain, and 
hence her time was largely occupied 
with affairs which, if not commanding 
the respect of history, at least kept her 
from interfering too much with the 
practical details of government, while 
her strong English leaning gave her 
advisers full conffience in developing 
that policy which has given England 
three centuries of triumph on both Jana 
and sea. Other monarchs who followed 
- vainly endeavored to reverse this pol- 
icy, but the people had been set in mo- 
tion, and their progress could not be 
impeded. Hence in the age of Flisa- 
beth was born that virility which has 
since characterized the English race.

The Spunky Dutch Queen. 

The spunky Dutch queen, it seems, in 
addition to giving Oom Paul a warm 
reception, has indicated that she might 
step down and give the king of Portu- 
gal a drubbing. 

The incidents leading to the mis- 
understanding are trivial enough, but 
the queen could make them serious 
enough if she should insist upon an 
extreme course. It seems that Portu- 
gal’s first request to Holland to with- 
draw Herr Pott from Lorenzo Marquez 
was made on November 17th. Holland 
offered on November 27th to give him a 
three months’ leave of absence, and 
Portugal accepted this solution on con- 
dition that he should be withdrawn at 
the expiration of his leave. Holland 
did not reply until December 4th, when 
she claimed the right to make a prior 
investigation at Lorenzo Marquez. 
Portugal considered this impertinent, 
and withdrew Herr Pott's exequatur. 
Thereupon Holland ordered her repre- 
sentative to leave Lisbon, and Portu- 
gal followed suit. The London Stand- 
ard belittles the misunderstanding, and 
says: 

The quarrel between Holland and Portu- 
gal is a foolish business, since there can- 
not possibly be war over such a matter. 
A little patience on the part of Portugal, 
no doubt, will put things right, and our 
friendly offices might hasten a settlement, 
since it is obvious that we cannot allow 
our old ally to suffer. d

What Became of the Colored Voter? 

In discussing the shortness of the 
vote cast in the southern states cer- 
tain newspapers satisfy themselves by 
the assertion that it was suppressed.“ 
and upon this assumption proceed to 
build up many unique methods of get- 
ting even. 

On this subject The Public Ledger, of 
Philadelphia, has asked a question in 
such manner as to make it pertinent. 
Says The Ledger: 

It is a pertinent consideration that 
Georgia democrats are wondering what 


became of the negroes in the recent cam- 
puign in their state There seemed to 
be no negro vote in Georgia. The Geor- 
gia election law imposes no test either 
as to education or ancestry that need 
keep a negro from voting. In that re- 
spect Georgia is unlitko other southern 
states, where the “grandfather” test is 
applied. 

There were 50,000 negroes registered in 
Georgia, but it is computed that only 
16,000 went to the polls. In a great many 
polling places, where there was a formid- 
able McKinley vote in 1896, there was 
almost no republican vote this year, and 
this occurred in the black districts. Why 
the negroes should not care to vote is a 
matter of vussled speculation. 

When the people of the north leara, 
as they should from the case of Geor- 
gia, that the negro is an indifferent 
voter, they will see at once the cause 
of the small vote, as well as its dan- 
ger when cast. 

Thus in Georgia the negro was as 
free to vote on last election day as he 
was in the city of Boston. The law 
requires the payment of a poll tax of 
$1 from all citizens. The terms of rési- 
dence are six monthe in the county and 
ten days in the precinct, There is in 


negro, and he could have voted with 
perfect freedom in the state and na- 
tional elections of this year. More 
than that, he could have had in the 
field candidates for every office in sight. 
But instead of doing this, what did we 
see? He cared so little for the fran- 
chise that but a fraction of those en- 
titled to qualify did so. Even those 
who did qualify were negligent in the 
exercise of the franchise.

‘ Throw Away the Cigarette. 

The people of Vermont will hereafter 
have more fun in cigarette smoking 
than they have ever had before. 

The new law prohibiting the sale of 
cigarettes to minors is defective in 
that it deals with the seller, to the es- 
cape of the user. If the cigarette fiend 
himself was forced to share some re- 
sponajbility, there could be more cases 
made. The people who secured the 
passage of the law are now sorry they 
did not ask for one prohibiting the sale 
of cigarettes to any one in the state, 
instead of minors only. But the great 
object of the recent anti-cigarette agi- 
tation has been gained if the law can 
be enforced, for it is thought that 
minors will have some difficulty in lin- 
ducing their elders to buy the things 
for them, as will be necessary if ‘‘chil- 
dren” smoke them hereafter.

ebruary, His valorous ministrations 
during the lethal and protracted atcuggie 
for the independence of the colonies are 
remembered with gratitude. In the pas- 
sage at arms at Brandywine, Delaware, 
in September, 1777, as well as in that of 
Uermantown, —— a few weeks 
later, he was a distinguished participant. 
In the last rared encounter Colonel 
Mathews had the misfortune to be cap- 
tured by the enemy. He did not, how- 
ever, fall an easy prey to their exultant 
clutches, bu@wonly after the most desper- 
ate resistance, as a consequence of which 
he bure evidence on his own courageous 
person of the iniliction of nine bayonet 
wounds. a 

Upon the capture of Colonel Mathews, 
that doughty officer was forthwith sub- 
jected to confirement on a British prison 
ship in New York harbor. There he con- 


cember, 1781, when his excharge was hap- 
pily effected. Coincidently with his aus- 
piciovg liberation, repairing to General 
Nathanael Greene’s headyuarters, he re- 
ceived an assignment as colonel of the 
Third Virginia regiment in that cele- 
brity’s army, which he retained until the 
close of hostilities. Previously he had 
been valorously associated with the 
majestic Washington’s command, he be- 
ing thus brought into martial contict 
with the twin luminaries of the patriot 
phalanx. 

A few months after the restoration of 
peace, or about 1784, Colonel Mathews re- 
moved with his family to Georgia, set- 
tling on the Goose Pond tract on the 
Broad river, in what was subsequently 
known as Ogilethorpo cAQ:nty. Not sidw 
was nis popularity in obtaining its hold 
upon the regard of his adopted fellow 
citisens. Such was his martial promi- 
nence that within two years, or more. 
after his arrival he was elevated to the 
chief ma@istracy of the commonwealth. 
This wies in January, 1787; and among 
the ear incidents signalising the official 
tenure of Governor Mathews the sul 
pression of a murd?rous corps of run- 
away negroes was notably included. En-

tution, @o recently (September 17, 1787,) 
adopted, to the end of its ultimate in- 
dorrement or rejection. The deliberations 
of this noteworthy conciave, over which 
Hon. John Wereat, a former governor of 
the commonwealth, presided, were soon 
ecmpleted; and on the 2d of the ensuing 
January tbe desired result was reached 
through Georgia's unqualified acceptance 
of that venerable document. And so, al- 
though the youngest of the “original 
thirteen,”’ she was the fourth, in order of 
time, to take action in regard to this far- 
reaching question, and to formally be 
enrolled in the asterhood of the American 
unicn. 


Upon the termination of his services as 
governor Colonel Mathews retired to the 
seclusion and quietude of his Broad river 
country seat. There enaconced, he war 
recuperating from the effects of his re- 
cent official strain contemporaneousty 
with destowal of further political distine- 
tion. The honor whereto we allude was 
conferred early in January, 178, and had 
special regard to the firat regular con- 
gress, as organised in accordance with 
the provisions of the lately adopted fed- 
eral constitution. With that body, when 
it was duly convoked in the sequent 
March, he had the privilege of being 
identified as a member of the lower 
house; and in all of its sessions, until 
the apring of 1791, he was an active par- 
ticipant. In November, 1793; the sturdy 
ministrations of Colonel Mathews were 
again called into distinctive requisition, 
he being proudly restored to the chief 
magistracy of the commonwealth. Dur- 
ing the period of his latter incumbency, 
however, far from contributing to his 
popularity, he was destined to lay the 
foyndations for the permanent dlasting 
of his political career. The matter 
whereto we specifically refer as being 
directly responsible for his political 
downfall is the Yazoo fraud bill, which 
was introduced into the Georgia legisia- 
ture in the fall of 17%. The purport of 


that infamous measure, as will be re- 


membered, contemplated the absolute 
conveyance to the companies connécted 
with the damnable speculation of thirty- 
five million acres of land in the western 
part of the commonwealth, the infini- 
tesimal consideration involved being five 
hundred thousand dollars. To this act, 
it is said, Governor Mathews was at first 
opposed, but his dissent was finally with- 
drawn; and about the middle of the en- 
suing January he affixed his bold signa- 
ture to the thrice accursed document, 
thereby legalizing the monumental 
swindle. As a consequence of his dis- 
graceful behavior in thus alienating, for 
a paltry sum, to unprincipled schemers 
the greater portion of Georgia’s vast ter- 
ritorial possessions, widespread was the 
indignation felt, and universal was the 
condemnation pf the executive. Many 
reasonably supposed that he, like a ma- 
jority of the general assembly, had, in 
the end, impotently succumbed to se- 
ductive influences; but there is another 
side to the affair. It was claimed by 
his sympathisers, in justification of his 
conduct, that the probity of his charac- 
ter, of itself, relieved him from every 
suspicion of corruption. They, further- 
more, alleged that inasmuch as, ‘in hia 
judgment, the legislature had not trans- 
cended their constitutional powers in the 
passage of the Yasoo bill, Governor 
Mathews deemed it no impropriety 
chirographically to authenticate tie 
transaction. While, however,

For 85 Tears Was Prominent in Im- 
portant Business Enterprises. 


A PONEER u COTTON MANUFACTURE 


Was President of Atlanta Paper 
Company, and Did Much for 
Local Jewish Charities. 


Morrie Adler, for more than a quarter 
of a century identified with the business 
interests of Atlanta, died at Cobients, 
Germany, on the Nth of November, where 
he had spent two years for the benefit of 
his health. The news of Mr. Adler's 
death was learned with much regret by 
Isaac Liebman yesterday, in a letter ro- 
ceived by him from members of the fam- 
ily of the deceased in Germany. Mrs. 
Adler, her two sons, Albert and Rudolph, 
and a daughter, Miss Bessie, were with 
Mr. Adler at the time of his death. The 
only other child, William, is in Atlanta, 
where he holds a position with the At- 
lanta Paper Company. 

Morris Adler came to Atlanta just af- 
ter the close of the civil war from 
Greenesboro, Ga. For a few years he 
was interested in the gin business and 
his close association with the cotton in- 


4 dutry led him to engage in its manufac- 


ture in 1870 as a member of the firm of 
Elsas, May 4 Co. He remained in this 
firm and its successor; the Fulton Spin- 
ning Company, until 18%, when, in con- 
junction with Isaac Idéebman, he founded 
the Atlanta Paper Company. Some eight 
years ago Mr. Adler moved to New York 
city, But retained his interests in the 
paper company. ‘ 

Mr. Adler has many friends in Atlanta 
who will learn of his death with sincere 
sorrow. Two of his sisters, Mra. Joseph 
Jacobs and Mrs. E. Rich, are wives of two 
of Atlanta's most prominent business 
men. He was a man of many admirable 
qualities, not the least of which was a 
charitable disposition, which, in a quiet 
and unostentatious way, did much good 
in the community. He did much toward 
the founding and support of the Jewish 
Orphans’ Home in this city. As a busi- 
ness man, he was a hard worker, enjoyed 
the confidence of those with whom he 
dealt, and possessed great executive abil- 
ity. He was eminently successful, and 
lea ves his family a handsome compe- 
tency. 


DR. CHIVERS’S FINE ADDRESS. 


He Spoke Before the Baptist Young

OFFICE MAES für SHOWING 


Receipts from Atlanta Office During 
Teer Are $810,815.50-—-Accord- 
ing to Population, Atlanta Is 
Ahead of Louisville and 
New Orleans. 


The annual report of the post office de- 
partment for the fisca) year ending June 
30th, has been received by P 
W. H. Smyth, and reveals the interesting 
fact that, according to population, At- 
lanta has transacted a ter amount 
of post office business than any other 
city In the south. The offices at Louis- 
ville and New Orleans report larger fig- 
ures than does the Atlanta office, but then 
they both have more population than this 
city, and figuring on a proper ratio shows 
that Atlanta holds the record in the 
southern states in this important depart- 
ment of the government. 

The report presents the receipts from 
the fifty largest cities in the United States 
and of this number Atlanta is the twenty- 
eighth. Louisville and New Orleans are 
respectively eighteen and nineteen on the 
list. Richmond is the thirty-fourth larg- 
‘est city as regards the postal receipts. 
Memphis the thirty-ninth and Nashville 
the fortieth, showing Atlanta to be safely 
in the lead of all these cities. 


The total receipts from the Atlan- 
ta office were $319,315.59; from 
Louisville $479,961.06, and from 
New Orleans 473,810.71. The 
population of New Orleans is 287,- 
104; the population of Louisville is 
204, 781, while the population of At- 
lanta is 80,820, and on a ratio of the 


population and the postal receipts 
shows that Atlanta pays $8.44 per 
while 


capita into the postoffice, 
Louisville and New Orleans pay into 
the postoffice only $2.84 per capita 
and $1.64 per capita, respectively. 

Memphis, with a population of 102,390, 
netted receipta. to the amount, of only 
$220,906.82; Richmond, with a population 
of 85,060, paid into the treasury $260,964.20, 
and Nashville with a population of 90,86, 
contributed $288,860.68. Richmond follows 
Atlanta and leads Memphis and Nashville. 

This important Information contained in 
the report ia indeed gratifying to Atilan- 
tians, and especially to Postmaster Bmyth, 
who has worked untiringly and ener. 
getically to make the Atlanta postoffice 
excel] that of any city in the south. 

Major Smyth, in speaking of the report 
yepterday afternoon, stated that the re- 
ceipts for the present filecal year, which 
ends in June, would probably overétep the 
$330,000 mark. Thia is an immense increase 
and only shows with what rapidity At- 
lanta is growing. i : 

Major Smyth evinces much pleasure at 
the high standing Atlanta has taken with 
the larger cities of the country, and he 
intends, as far as possible, to continue the 
improvement and advancement of the 
postoffice service. Major Smyth's term 
of office has been,marked by a high 
grade of efficiency and by a desire and 
determination to supply the wants and 
needs of the city and the citisens, as ef- 
fects the postoffice department. 

A giance at the important improvements 
inaugurated is interesting. When he as- 
sumed the duties of postmastef thrve 
years ago Atlanta had forty-three car- 
riers and forty. clerks. The city now has 
fifty-five carriers and sixty-four clerks. 

Major Smyth has established fourteen 
sub-stations throughout the city, and now 
no citisen is compelled to walk more 
than a half mile to transact postoffice 
business. These sub-stations offer all of 
the conveniences of the main office, with 
the exception that the mail is not deliv- 
ered. This is done by the carriers. When 
Major Smyth took charge of the office, 
money orders could be purchased only 
between the hours of 9 a. m. and & p. m. 
Now the money order department is open 
from 7 a. m. until 9.p. m. 

Formerly letters could be registered only 
between the hours of 6:30 a. m. and 6 p. m., 
while now they can be registered between 
7 a. m. and 9 p. m. Three years ago 


postage stamps could be purchased in 


large quantities only between the hours 
of 8:30 a. m. and 8 p. m. and re and 
after those hours only in limked amounts. 
However, stamps in any quantity can now 
be obtained at the stamp window from 7 
a. m. until 9 p. m. These changes have 
been of great benefit to the public gener- 
ally and especially to the working people, 
who were gnable to reach the pc ce 
during the short hours the different de- 
partments were open.

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‘Millionaire Race-Horse Owner 
Has Lad Arrested by Telegram, 


BOY TELLS PITIFUL STORY 


Wie Parents Bound Over te Turfman. 
We Ran Away and Was Caught 


A millionaire race horse, owner, of 
Lakewood, N. J., had a small negro 
jockey arrested in Atlanta yesterday at- 
ternoon on a telearam which stated that 
the jockey, who is bonded, had been 
kidnaped. 

A smarter colored lad was never behind 
the bars of Atlanta’s city prison than 
Melvin Brien, the runaway jockey, and 
he is said to be one of the finest riders 
that ever went around the home stretch 
on 4 mount. 

The millionaire race horse owner who 
had Melvin caught in Atlanta is F. D. 
Beard, who has one of the dest stables 
in this country. He is the owner of the 
famous Prince of Melbourne that won 
at Sheepshead Bay. at Gravesend and 
Brighton last spring. 

Melvin Brien was bonded to the horse 
owner by his parents in St. Louis. The 
boy was to be the servant of the horse 
man until tha age of 21. He was to be 
given food and clothing and an aduca- 
tion for riding Beard’s horses, and to be 
allowed all the money he could make on 
outside mounts. , 

The jockey telle a remarkable story of 
alleged cruelty and says ha ran away in 
order to return to his home and tell his 
parents how Beard treated him: but it 
looks as if the boy had become aware 
of what he was worth as a race horse 
rider and that he wanted to line his own 
pockets, 


The n doy was found at the union 
depot with B. Reynolds, who te taking a 
carload of race horses to New Orleans. 

The offieers also looked for a negro 
man who is charged with kidnaping the 
jockey, but the man was not found. The 
arrest was made on a telegram ftom 


Beard. 
Arrested on Telegram. 


The chief of police received a telegram 
from Beard, at Lakewood, N. J., vester- 
day morning, and Call Officers Mayo and 
Garner were detailed to watch for the 
train upon which Melvin and his al- 
— kidnaper were said to be travel- 
ng. 

Reynolds, whore name was mentioned 
in Beard's telegram, readily pointed out 
the jcokey, but stated that the negro 
charged with the kidnaping was not on 
the train, 

“That boy,’ stated Reynolds, “ie worth 
Ria weight in gold to any race horse man. 
He is one of the best riders I ever saw, 
and it is no trouble for him to win on a 
reasonably good mount.” 

Reynolds stated that Beard was oa 
friend of his. and he had no idea that 
the negro jockey had run away. He 
stated that Beard was a millionaire, and 
owned a fine stable. 

The tockey was found in tears in a 
cell at the police barracks by a reporter 
of the Constitution. 

He said he was 14 years of age. and 
that his father and mother had bound 
him over to Beard. 


How the Jockey Talks. 


Jam not going to stay with a man 
who lets his trainer beat me for noth- 
ing.“ said the boy. “I have won biz 
races for Mr. Beard. but he gets mad if 
I lose for him sometimes and win on out- 
side mounts. I can’t help that. All of 
Mr. Beard’s horses can’t win all the 
time. He was to zwe me clothes, and 
he doesn’t half do that. I made about 
at the last race in Washinzton. and 
he took the money away from me. and 
because I objected his trainer gave me 
a beating. as he always does if I do any- 
thing that doesn’t suit him. No men 
kidnaped me. I came away of my own 
free will and I wanted to go back home 
and tell my father and mother how I 
am being treated. I know they have 
bound me out like a slave, but they don't 
know how I am robbed and whipped for 
nothing. They can drag me back, but I 
will leave again." / 

Melvin has won many a race for Mil- 
lionaire Beard. He won on Jefferson at 
Gravesend and Alair at Washington, on 
Beggar Lady at Washington and Blue- 
skin at Washington. besides other races 
which netted for the owner of the horses 
many thousands of dollars. 

The jockey was bound over to the 
horseman fifteen months ago. He is now 
about 14 vears of age. and very well edu- 
cated. If left to himself he would make 
a fortune in a few years. 

The lad will de held until the chief cof 
police can communicate with Beard. It 
is probable that an officer will be sent 
here from Lakewood who will carry the 
jockey back to his master.

Whether 
a man joined the 1900 or the 1901 followers 
depended entirely on the views of the 
person who first tackled him on the sub- 
ject. The man attacked took the oppo- 
site viewpoint\and never surrendered his 
suddenly acquired convictions. Though 
both parties were strongly imbued with 
proselyting seal, no converts were made. 

While the discussion lasted the news- 
papers were deluged with cards and col- 
umns of space were devoted to the sub- 
ject.

The 
old philosophers and logicians who seem- 
ed to have found their daily pleasure in 
the subtleties of reasoning and who ex- 
ercised their minds on all sorts of. un- 
profitable questions never doubted when 
the centuries ended. They all agreed on 
that elusive twinkling moment of time 
that marked the death of the old and the 
birth of the new century. :

“An inactive and unfaithful minister 
suffers many to bear away the soul to 
death, even as the unfaithful master, 
without giving warning. How often dogs 
are more faithful than the unfaithful 
minister. To the shame of man be it 
said that there are more of unfaithful, 
inactive, indolent, among the men of the 
ministry than there among the canine 
race. 

“Instinct prompts the dog to do the 
work the Creator intended for him. There 
are men, men in the ministry, whom 
neither instinct nor conscience nor hope. 
nor ute nor love nor apprehen#lons of the 
awful judgment of God can rouse to un- 
usual efforts’ to save the soul from an 
eternal hell. And yet, that is the kind 
of ministry the peopie are asking for 
when they say: Don't disturb us.’ Yes, 
yes, they would have us become dumb 
dogs that cannot bark. 

“It is an awful thing to become a 
preacher of the gospel. The watchman 
who sleeps in the watch-tower, the picket 
who slumbers at his post of duty is 
condemned to be shot. The watchman 
for God who does not watch for souls, 
who has no deep feeling of the seriousness 
of his position nor abiding sense of the 
urgency and importance of duty, who per- 
ceives the truth and yet does not speak it, 
and who does not out promptly 
and forcibly will have an account to give 
and will have a judgment bar to face 
from which he might well shrink.

NEW ORLEANS POPULAR 


New Orleans, La., December (pe- 
cial.)}—Press comment on the Georgia 
delegation to the Southern Industrial 
convention has been universally favora- 
ble, and more frequent than those refer- 
ring to any other state. 

The Times-Democrat says: 

‘The Georgia delegation is one of the 
strongest ever sent out to an industrial 
convention, and comprises men of brains, 
financial ability and energy of the high- 
est type. The delegation is at the St. 
Charles hotel. In the party are General 
John B. Gordon, the noted confederate 
leader; Hon. W. A. Hemphill, president 
of The Atlanta Constitution; Edwin Brob- 
aston, Esq., of Brunswick, vice president 
from Georgia; Colonel C. W. Deming, of 
Brunswick, personal representative of 
Governor Candler and commissioner from 
Georgia, and J. B. 8. Thompson, T. B. 
Neal and wife, L. H. Beck and wife, Miss 
Julia Hemphill, William Lawson Peel 
and Joseph Jacobs, of Atlanta.“ 

The Times-Democrat also contains a 
lengthy interview with Mr. T. Cuyler 
Smith on the cotton mill industry of the 
south. 

The Picayune, in a lengthy article on 
Atianta’s coming textile exposition, says: 

“Colonel W. A. Hemphill, president and 
business manager of The Atlanta Consti- 
tution Publishing Company, of Atlanta, 
Ga., is the man who originated the idea 
of the Atlanta exposition in 1896, and he 
has now set on foot, The Constitution 
backing the suggestion, a textile exposi- 
tion to be held in 3 opening in 


six months. Colonel Hemphill, with a 
party of friends, is domiciled at the St. 
Charles hotel.

“Colonel Hemphill ia accompanied on 
this trip by his daughter, by T. B. Neal 
and wife, of Atlanta, where Mr. Neal is 
a prominent banker; L. H. Beck, presi- 
dent of the Atlanta chamber of commerce, 
and W. L. Peel, a banker. 

“The textile exposition to be held in 
Atlanta,’ said Colonel Hemphill, ‘is of the 
utmost importance to the southern states. 
We want all kinds of southern manufac- 
tories represented, and it will be ar- 
ranged to sell their ucts on the 
grounds. Our aim will be to encourage 
the smaliest of the small industries—any- 
thing of a textile nature from a hand- 
kerchief to a necktie. The exposition will 
aim to show the south’s advance in the 
past twenty years,’ 

How does New Orleans strike you 
this time?’ was asked of The Constitu- 
tion's head.

It will de 
fourteen stories high—a sky-scraper—and 
le will be a model for office apartments. 
A new depot is also going up.“ 

In addition to these, The Times-Demo- 
erat, Picayuhe, Daily ' States and The 
Item have strong interviews with Hon. 
Fdwin Brobston and C. W. Deming, of 
Brunswick, on the coming national mari- 
time congress to be convened in Bruns- 
wick, Ga., January 3, 1901, under a call 
from Governor Candler. 

Of this convention, Mr. Brobston says: 

Letters received from many states on 
the Atlantic and gulf indicate that strong 
delegations will be sent from many sea- 
port cities. We are anticipating a most 
successfpl convention in every way. The 
objects will be to promote the welfare of 
the shipping industry in the United States 
and to call the attention of this country 
to maritime affairs in general. We need 
more ship yards and more training schools 
for boys and the congress will seek the 
means to bring about ;this end.“
